Gehenna was also called Hinnom or 
the valley of'the son of Hinnom. This 
was a deep, narrow ravine, with steep 
rocky sides to the south and west of 
Jerusalem. It was here that the Kings 
Ahaz and Manasseh made their chil- 
dren pass through the fire. Also in- 
fants were sacrificed to the fire gods. 
Human bones were scattered within 
this valley, also the filth of the city 
was cast there. It was a cesspool for 
the city. The sewage was conducted 
there to be carried away by the waters 
of Kidron. ; 

The fire of Moloch. The ever burn- 
ing funeral piles and the abominable 
things connected with this ravine gave 
rise to the thought of it representing 
hell fire, a place of eternal torment. 

Gehenna was a popular expression 
among the Jews for hell. Jesus and 
the apostles often made use of the ex- 
pression when referring to hell or the 
eternal punishment for the wicked. 

Into this narrow ravine dead bodies 
were thrown to be burned. As they 
were cast into this abominable place, 
so men are to be finally cast into hell. 
Hinnom is a type of hell. 

It is said that the word gehenna is 
mentioned twelve times in the New 
Testament and in every case it is 
translated “hell.” 

It is very necessary to- remember 


that the terms hades, tartaros and the). 


pit are not the same as gehenna.;They 
are terms representing the interme- 
diate abode of the souls of wicked men 
while they wait for the final judg- 
ment, but gehenna is the lake of fire, 
eternal burning, into which they are 
consigned at the final judgment. 

John said, “I saw the dead both 
small and great stand before God. 
These are the dead that shall rise at 
the close of the millenium, the real 
spirit filled will have gone in the rap- 
ture before the millennium. The dead, 
small and great shall appear before 
the great, white throne judgment and 
those who have not their names writ- 
ten in the Lamb’s Book of Life shall 
be cast into gehenna (the lake of fire). 

The antichrist and the false prophet 
shall be cast into the lake before the 
millennium begins, but at the close 
of the millennium all the wicked, the 
abominable and murderers with every 
other wicked man and woman shall 
be cast into gehenna (lake of fire). 

Earth Worm In Hell 

Jesus says; whosoever shall say, 
Thou fool shall be in danger of hell 
fire. (Gr.: gehenna). Thus showing 
that gehenna is a dangerous place. He 
says it is “hell fire,” and of course it 
burns. 

Rather fear him which is able to de- 
stroy both sout and body in_ hell 
(gehenna). Destroy, in this instance 
is from the.Greek word “olethros” 
meaning, ruined, punishment. 

Ye serpents, ye generation of vipers, 
how can‘ ye escape the damnation of 
hell?—(gehenna). 

Where the worm dieth not and the 
fire isynot quenched. The place where 
the fire is not quenched is (gehenna), 
hell fire, the lake of fire. Quen¢h 
means’ to, extinguish, put out, ete, Je- 
sus said that the lake of fire shall 
never bé ‘extinguished. 

Geherina was prepared for the devil 
and his,;angels. Satan with all his de- 
mons shall be finally cast therein. Al- 


so becase of later arrangements the 


fearfuli.and unbelieving, the abomina- 
able, and murderers, and whoremon- 
gers, sorcerers, idolaters and all liars 
shall he.cast. into the lake of fire. 

Jesys' said, “their worm dieth not.” 
Bildagt ‘said that, “the stars are not 
pure in his sight; how much less man 
that ig a worm? and the son of man, 
whichis a worm?” Job 25:5; 6.. 

1 am.a worm, and no man, and a re- 
proach of men and despised of the 
people Psa. 22:6. These expressions 
show that men were looked upon in 
their ‘depraved condition as mere 
worms. Jesus saw men in hell because 


of their depravity. He could not have|’ 


given them a_ better name than 
“worms” they are not worthy of the 
name man. 

The Greek for worm in the above 
expression is “SKALEX.” It means 
grub or earth worm. Man originally

“worm, crawl, fear.” Placing the two 
words together (Gr. skalex, Heb. 
zachal), we have the following, An 
earth worm in hell crawling and 
squirming in the flames of fire and 
brimstone, overcome with fear, and 
to be there forever. 

Hell Is Eternal 

The worm is not the conscience as 
some try to explain but it is actually 
the life of a depraved man. He lives 
in that depraved condition, within the 
unquenched fire forever and ever. The 
Greek says, “The everlasting fire.” 
Other fires are not everlasting, but hell 
fire is. 

Death and hell (sheol) are to give 
up their dead that are in them. They 
are to be cast into the lake of fire. 

The antichrist and the false prophet 
are to be cast alive into the lake of 
fire and shall be there at the close 
of the Millennium. They are not to 
be annihilated as some teach, but 
shall be living when the devil and his 
subjects are cast in. They being raised 
from the dead will be immortal, there- 
fore not capable of annihilation. 

Eternity in hell means the same as 
eternity in Heaven. 

Paul said, “We know that if our 
earthly house of this tabernacle were 
dissolved we have a building of God, 
* * * eternal in the heavens.” We know 
this, skeptics can not fool us. This is 
a settled fact with every true child 
of God. 


“Make to yourselves friends of the 
mammon of unrighteousness; that 
when ye fail, they may receive you 
into everlasting habitattons.” Our habi- 
tation in the great beyond with the 
redeemed is everlasting. What about 
the opposite~ class? 


“He that shalt blaspheme against 
the Holy Ghost hath never forgiveness, 
but is in danger of eternal damnation.” 
Not for a short time but “eternal.” 

“It is better for thee to enter into 
life halt or maimed, rather than having 
two hands or two feet to be cast into 
everlasting fire.” 

If men could be Immediately con- 
sumed in the fire why would it not 
be better to take this rather than have 
hands and feet cut off. during life 
time? There isn’t a man under the sun 
that would not take total annihila- 
tion at death if there could be such 
a thing rather than lose his hands and 
feet during life time. He would also 
welcome an eternal sleep if possible. 

Total annihilation 1s not taught in 
the Word of God. Wicked men need 
not try to console themselves in their 
wickedness, thinking that they shall 
be finally consumed root and branch. 
The earth worm is to crawl and 
squirm amidst fears (as the word 
“zachal” indicates) in the flames of 
hell forever and ever. While the re- 
deemed of the Lord shall enjoy the 
bliss of eternity forever and ever. 

The Greek word for everlasting is 
“aionios” and means, perpetual, eter- 
nal, forever. The word applies to both 
the righteous and wicked in their fu- 
ture state. 

Lost In Hell Forever 

Oh how terrible! that men go thru 
this life unconcerned and indifferent 
about their soul’s welfare, then give up 
the ghost and go to the place of eter- 
nal night of destruction lost! forever 
lost! - 

“A skeptic once said there is one 
thing that mars all my pleasures of 
life. ‘What is that? inquired a friend. 
He responded, ‘I am afraid the Bible 
is true. If I could know for certain 
that death is an eternal sleep, I should 
be happy; but the fear that the Bible 
is true is the thorn that pierces my 
soul, for if the Bible is true I am lost 
forever.’”’ 


The true child of God has no such 
dread of death and its after-math. The 
Word tells us that the sting of death 
is sin. With the Christian the sting is 
pulled out, therefore the monster death 
has no terrors for him. 


“The ship may sink and I may drink 

A hasty death in the bitter sea; 

But all that I leave in the ocean grave 

May be slipped and spared and ‘no loss 
to me. 

What care I, though falls the sky, 

And the shriveled earth to a cinder 
turn? 


No fires of doom can ever consume 

What never was made nor meant to 
burn. 

Let go the breath! There is no death 

For the living soul, nor loss nor harm, 

Nor of the clod is the life of God, 

Let it mount as it will from form to 
form.” 

(Continues from page one) 
started in the church. It eats like a 
cancer, destroys spiritual power, 
smites, wrecks, ruins, and damns. 

The wise man said, “A tale-bearer 
revealeth secrets: but he that is of a 
faithful spirit concealeth the matter.” 
Prov. 11:13. Where no wood is, there 
the fire goeth out: so where there is 
no tale-bearer, the strife ceaseth. “As 
coals are to burntng coals, and wood 
to fire; so is a contentious man _ to 
kindle strife.” Prov. 26:20, 21. 


This young man we have under con- 
sideration honored his father and 
mother. This commandment is broken 
by untold thousands ef the boys and 
girls of our land. Instead of obeying, 
they are disobedient to parents. There 
is as much authority in the homes as 
there ever was, but it has been trans- 
ferred from the parents to the chil- 
dren. But this young ruler did not 
have to put his nose on his back track 
and straighten up his back life. Very 
few such boys can be found—very few 
Josephs, but lots of Absaloms. He kept 
his word plants pruned; kept the 
clothespin of caution on his lips. He 
was not bothered with minnows, but 
was swallowed by the whale of “LOVE 
OF MONEY.” Jesus put His finger on 
‘the weak spot of his life, the pre- 
dom.nating sin of his life that caused 
him to go away sorrowful. I can see 
this young man as he goes over the 
hill with his head bowed, staggering 
as he goes, with a sad, sad heart, bur- 
dened. O the sad picture, it makes me 
weep to think of it. We never see this 
young man again. He went away sor- 
rowful—almost saved, but altogether 
lost! Think of it! 

Just think of the thousands of fine 
cultured, refined, splendid talented 
young men that go down on this very 
thing. The love of money is the root 
of ‘all evil. This old world loves the 
rattling of the silver and the cank- 
ling of gold. Any fool can make money 
and a wise man can save it, if he has 
a gizzard for a heart, and will shut 
his eyes to the cries of the needy, the 
orphans etc. You can plainly see that 
this world is money mad, or crazed. 
You can take a quart of nickels and 
lead folks so close to hell till they can 
smell the fire and brimstone belching 
forth from an infernal world. ~(?) 
This money craze spirit is cutting the 
wire of communication to Heaven— 
the source of all blessings with many. 
This was predominating sin. While 
that may not be your trouble, we have 
to give up all for Jesus. It means a 
clean shucking, a complete separation, 
and let Jesus be first in our lives. We 
do not necessarily have to sell out our 
homes, but should. not make an idol 
of our possessions, “for a man’s life 
consisteth not in the abundance of his 
possessions.” 


The writer, Luke, said that this 
young man came running and kneeling 
to Jesus. He was dead to public senti- 
ment. They could ridicule and ertitcize 
if they wanted to, but he could not 
give up his money. That is more than 
a. lot of the Church members will do 
today. They stand still and stiff as 
if they had swallowed a crow bar, 
while others obey the words of Jesus 
on one occasion where He said to His 
disciples, “Sit ye here.” They only 
sat and sat. Sitting as still as 
the victrola dog. But this boy came 
running, kneeling; yet failed to get 
the blessing because he would not sur- 
render all. Perfection is required to 
enter Heaven. It is not altogether 
church membership that is necesSary. 
The devil is using the church member- 
ship as a greasy plank to slide millions 
into hell, and they are going in so 
fast they cannot see for the dust. I 
pray God will wash the dust out of 
our eyes with the water that makes 
glad the city of God and give us a 
clear vision of the will of God. We 
need our names written so high in 
Heaven that the devil cannot get up 
there to rub it out. We should be where 
we can read our titles clear to the 
mansions in the sky. Half of the 
church members in sOme_ churches 
could die and the Church not lose any 
spiritual force. 1 have had folks ask 
me how I knew I was saved. The best 
way to know is to take the evidence 
the Word gives. The Word of the Lord 
is enough to consult. On One occasion 
the angel came to Zecharias, the fath- 
er of John the Baptist and told him 
that Elizaheth shall bear thee a son 
etc. Zecharias wanted further evidence 
than what the angel had said. The 
angel told him he was fresh from the 
celestial courts of glory. I am Gabriel 
that stands in the presence of God 
but as you have doubted my word, I 
will give you further evidence. You 
can be dumb, to where you can not 
speak until the child is born. That is 
the reason we have so many lock-jaw- 
ed, tongue-tied, frozen at the mouth 
Christians today who cannot testify. 
I conclude that this experience is like 
measles, it breaks out in the mouth. 
We do not have to have a scientific 
explanation by a theologian, or some 
doctor of divinity to tell us how to get 
saved, for we have the evidence record- 
ed in the sacred pages of God’s Word. 
As we pursue its sacred pages we find 
what it takes to be saved or get saved. 

God has given us something to 
breath with, but He will not breath 
for us—we have something to do. I 
heard of an extremely lazy man 
once, who was so lazy he stretched 
out in the floor flat of his back and 
said, “Breath you can come if you
